Baum appointed by city 
council with Thayer on 
administrative leave

The City of Grayling's chief law enforce- 
ment officer was appointed to serve as the 
community's chicf administrative officer on 
Monday. 

Grayling Police Chief Doug Baum was 
appointed to serve as the acting Grayling 
City Manager by the Grayling City 
Council. 

The city council placed City Manager 
David A. Thayer on administrative leave on 
Feb. 22 while he faces alleged charges for 
violating the state's Social Security Privacy 
Act. 

The council voted to force Thayer to go 
on leave while his court case for 24 counts 
of allegedly violating the Social Security 
Privacy Act is pending in Crawford County 
District Court. Thayer is still receiving his 
$72,000 annual salary while on leave. 

Grayling Mayor Karl Schreiner said in 
some forms of government, the highest 
elected official can sign administrative doc- 
uments. Schreiner, however, noted that the 
Grayling Mayor is selected by the other 
council members and has no more authori- 
ty than the rest of dhe council members. He 
added that Grayling City Attorney Gerald 
Brabant conferred with that opinion. 

Schreiner said that Baum would provide 
signatures on administrative documents 
such as grants and contracts. Grayling City 
Treasurer/Income Tax Administrator Terry 
McGregor wil} continue to handle ail pay-

She then contin- 
ued under the instruction of 
Sarah Medler, the current 
dance instructor for the Just 
For Kicks Cloggers. 

Morford has learned 10 
types of dancing and been a 
dance instructor for seven 
forms of dancing. She start- 
ed as a dance instructor 
where she was 13-years-old 


and continued teaching until 
she want to college. 

“T love dancing,” Morford 
said. “I love the music. I 
love the rhythm, [ love 
being able to express youtr- 
self and E love being able to 
do it with other people 
because they enjoy it, too, 
It's just fun?

County Board ready 


to take yearly input 
on ORV ordinance

Crawford County offi- 
cials have put the wheels in 
motion to open or close 
roads for its ORV ordinance 
with the emphasis being 
placed on local control, 

The Crawford County 
Board of Commissioners 
will hold a public hearing at 
its next regular meeting, 
scheduled for 9:30 a.m. on 
Wednesday, March 17. 

Last year, the Crawford 
County Board of 
Commissioners adopted an 
ordinance that allowed 
ORV operators to travel on 
the shoulders of some coun- 
ty roads, Other roads were 
closed to ORV traffic 
because of safety and envi- 
ronmental concerns. 

In October, county com- 
missioners agreed to hold 
an annual public hearing to 
entertain roads that will be 
opened and closed under 
the ordinance. 

An ORV ts not allowed to 
operate on the road surface, 
shoulder or right of way on 
any state or federal road in 


the county. 

Keeping in line with the 
annual public hearing, the 
Crawford County Road 
Commission Board passed 
a resolution in January giv- 
ing the decisions on what 
roads should be opened or 
closed to the City” of 
Grayling, the townships and 
the Michigan Department 
of Natural Resources and 


‘Environment (MDNR & £), 


The road commission 
does have the authority to 
close up to 30 percent of the 
total linear miles of roads in 
Crawford County to address 
safety issues and environ- 
mental concerns. 

But the road commission 
board beheves that the use 
of ORVs under the county 
ordinance ts in the best eco- 
nomic interest of Crawford 
County. 

The road commission 
said the townships, through 
their respective township 
boards, and the © state, 
through the MDNR & E, 
are best suited to identify 
those certain portions of

Appalachian states. 

“It's really kind of a hill- 
billy tap dancing and you 
dance, of course, with the 


taps on your shoes,” 
Morford said. 
At the senior center, 


Morford said clogging helps 
seniors get exercise and 
maintain mental fitness 
since they have to remember 
all the steps and moves to 
various dances. 

“We do clogging here for 
fun and exercise - not for 
perfection,’ Morford said. 

Morford said the classes 
also help seniors maintain 
their mobility and balance. 
Some dancers use dance 
canes to balance when per- 
forming slower dances. 

The classes draw about 14 
people from the area. A cou- 
ple has come from as far 
away as Mancelona to take 
part in the classes, 

“lL urge seniors to adapt 
the dances to their needs and 
their bodies, but they try 
really hard and really are 


good at that,” Morford said. 

Judy Hammond, 85, said 
she appreciates taking part 
in the clogging classes after 
being involved with the 
senior center’s line dancing 
classes for 20 years. Ann 
Doty teaches those classes. 

“It's just wonderful and | 
enjoy it so much,” 
Hammond said. “It’s some- 
thing 1 look forward to - on 
Monday's especially.” 

Sheri Adzigian knew 
Morford when she was an 
elementary school teacher 
for Roscommon 
Community Schools and 
taught tap dancing. She was 
encouraged to join the class- 
es last fall. 

“It's just so much fun to be 
with the people that are in 
the class,” Adzigian said. 
“Regardless of the music 
that is playing, once you 
learn the steps and you hear 
the music - you just get 
going. It's just so much fun 
and really makes your day.” 

After dedicating her time 
to raising a family and 


working, Joanne Stiles of 
Roscommon said she is hav- 
ing the time of life learning 
clogging, gardening and tak- 
ing part in swim aerobics 
though the senior center. 

“I just love it,” Stiles said. 
“It's just good to get your 
heart rate going and to stop 
being a couch potato. It's 
good fellowship and they're 
just the cream of the crop, 
wonderful people.” 

With just three and 1/2 
office staff at the Grayling 
Senior Center, Alice Snyder, 
director of the Crawford 
County Commission on 
Aging, said she appreciates 
seniors like Morford who 
can take the ball and run 
with it as far as offering 
classes and activities. 

“She's really one of our 
unsung heroes at the senior 
center because she came to 
us with something that she 
has a talent and gift for and 
wanted to share that with 
other seniors,” Snyder said. 
“That's really what the 
senior center is all about ts 


having activities and things 


for seniors to do that enrich - 


their lives. She's been a 
strong leader and has: been 
able to bring the clogging to 
life here. We need more 
seniors like her that are 
interested in leading activi- 
ties.” 

Some of the seniors will 
be performing with the Just 
For Kicks Cloggers later this 
month. A clogging demon- 
stration will be held at 10 
a.m. on Saturday, March 20, 
at the Grayling Nursing and 
Rehabilitation Community, 
A second demonstration will 
be held at [ p.m on 
Saturday. March 20, at The 
Brook in Roscommon. 

Morford said the group 
does not have the goal to 
become a performing dance 
troupe. 


“That's not our goal,” 


Morford said. “Our goal is 
not to entertain. Our goal is 
to challenge our bodies and 
our brains. We have a lot of 
laughs and we don't take it 
too seriously.”

City of Grayling officials 
are working with the Happi- 
Trials ATV Club to open 
Lewiston Grade Road, 
which is located in Grayling 
Township, to connect with 
Old U.S. 27, The connec- 
tion would allow ORVs to 
travel into the city and 
access northern portions of 
Crawford County. Use of 
Lewiston Grade Road 
would also ORV enthusiasts 
to travel east, west and 
south, safely under I-75, 

A committee comprised 
of Grayling Police Chief 
Doug Baum, Department of 
Public Works Director Chad 
Beckett, Mayor Pro-tem 
Larry Akers and former 
City Council Member Tom 
Wellman is asking the city 
council to send a letter of 
support to open Lewiston 
Grade Road to MDNR & E 
officials. 
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“We are going some- 
where,” said John Chad, a 
member of the Happi-Trails 
ATV Club. “The town cer- 
tainly wants to Work with 
ATV clubs to bring them 
in.” 

Chad said the club hopes 
to have the changes in effect 
so the club can offer a 
spring tour in conjunction 
with the AuSable Expo,

Judge Dennis F. Murphy 
recently issued an opinion 
dismissing a — lawsuit 
Delores Guay filed against 
Beaver Creek Township, 

Quay is the founder of 
the Leaning Oaks Cat 
Haven. The lawsuit arises 
from the Beaver Creek 
Township's Planning 
Commission's rejection of 
a special use permit on 
April 28, 2009, which 
would have allowed Guay 
to continue to operate the 
cat rescue operation. Guay 
was given until Aug. 31 to 
cease operations, but town- 
ship officials have agreed 
to let the cat haven contin- 
ue and not levy zoning vio- 
lation fines while legal 
action is pending. 

While = siding ~— with 
William Parker, an attorney 
representing Beaver Creek 
Township, Murphy ruled 
that Guay should have 
appealed the — planning 
commission's decision to 
the Circuit Court and not 
have filed a separate Jaw- 
sult, 


Parker argued that Guay 
was required to appeal her 
case to the Crawford 
County Circuit Court with- 
in 30 days after township 
planners denied her request 
or within 2] days following 
the May 5, 2009 approval 
of meeting minutes when 
her request was denied. 
Guay's lawsuit was not 
filed with the circuit court 
until June 18, 2009. 

“A collateral attack in the 
form of a separate lawsuit 
is not allowed when an 
appeal of the prior decision 
is provided by — law,” 
Murphy said in his ruling. 

In addition, Murphy said 
that that township officials 
did not act arbitrary and 
capricious, violating 
Guay's property or due 
process rights by the deci- 
sion made by the zoning 
administrator and planning 
commission and methods 
employed by the zoning 
administrator and planning 
commission to reach the 
decision. 

Finally, Murphy ruled 
that case laws cited be 
Beaver Creek Township to 
defend its position were 
proper. Lawsuits cited by 
Parker to defend the town- 
ship were filed by adjacent 
property owners to a land 
use or business they 
opposed. Murphy ruled 
that Guay did not have 
more rights as the property 


owner to defend against a 
future zoning violation for 
operating the cat haven. 

Adam T. Vernon, a 
Grayling attorney repre- 
senting Guay, has since 
appealed the case to the 
Michigan Court Appeals. 
Vernon said he believes the 
Circuit’ Court still has 
standing in the case and the 
planning commission can 
allow the cat haven as 
home occupation. 

“We're hoping the Court 
of Appeals will send the 
case back to Circuit Court 
so it can make a decision 
based on the facts,” Vernon 
said, 

It could be two years 
before a Michigan Court of 
Appeals panel takes up the 
case and makes a ruling. 

Parker withheld com- 
ment on the lawsuit until a 
decision comes from the 
Michigan Court of 
Appeals. 

Gerald Balmes, the zon- 
ing administrator and 
enforcement officer for 
Beaver Creek Township, 
said he hopes a resolution 
can be reached before the 
Michigan Court of Appeals 
renders a decision. 

“We're trying to move 
forward to solve this issue,” 
Balmes said. 

Guay said she is dis- 
heartened on how much 
time, money and energy it 
is taking to save the cat 


haven or resolve the legal 
battle. 

“It's strapped me because 
it takes away from the cats 
and that bothers me,” said 
Guay, who added that the 
only way she would part 
with the cats is if they were 
adopted out, 

Guay, who had over 60 
cats at the rescue, is down 
to having 35 cats. She has 
not brought any more cats 
into the rescue since the 
special use permit was 
rejected. A couple of cats 
were adopted out over the 
winter and an area family 
adopted another last week. 

Guay said she has few 
ways to promote the avail- 
ability of cats since she 
does not have signs in front 
of her home. 

“Y have kept quiet, but 1 
am ontine, and that's the 
only way people find me,” 
she said. 

Guay also has continued 
lo have Dr. Donna Simons, 
an Elmira veterinarian, 
conduct low-cost spaying, 
and neutering and = shot 
clinics at the Leaning Oaks 
Cat Haven. Guay said there 
continues to be a large 
demand for the services. 

“They can't afford to go 
elsewhere,” Guay — said. 
“We try to do everything 
we can to satisfy people 
and still try to get these cats 
adopted.”

The Almanack heartily agrees 
with Mr. Dzwonkowski’s conclu- 
sion, 

The key to a thriving democracy, 
of course, is a well-informed citi- 
zenry, envisioned by the founders 
of this grand American experiment 
in democracy when they wisely 
installed constitutional guarantee 
of freedom of the press. 

Successful democracy demands 
public access to information. 

PUBLIC NOTICES - 
Meanwhile, down in the Michigan 
legislature, a move is afoot yet 
again that would make tt more dif- 
ficult for citizens to know about 
what's going on in their various 
governments. 

Many local governments long 
have chafed over the requirement 
that official government notices 
must be published in a newspaper 
of general circulation among the 
citizens of that government. 
Newspapers always have been 
paid to print these notices. 

Under the guise of saving public 
money, the Michigan Municipal 
League and Michigan Townships 
Association want to change public 
notice requirements. 

Instead, the city, township, vil-

lage or county could satisfy the 
law by posting the notice in the 
office of its clerk, plus posting the 
same notice either (a) on the 
municipality’s web site, or (b) on 
the web site of a newspaper, or (c) 
on a public education and govern- 
ment channel broadcast in the 
municipality. 

The premise ts that people still 
would be informed, and the city- 
county-village-township would 
save the money it pays for newspa- 
per ads because web posting is 
free. 

The Michigan Press Association 
opposes these changes, and for 
good reason.

IF THE PURPOSE of the public 
notice law in the first place is to 
make information casily available 
to the public — and it is, or at least 
it should be — these changes wide- 
ly miss the mark. 

Despite the march of electron- 
ics, Many citizens do not rely on 
the computer for information, 
especially of a local government 
nature. Many folks don’t even own 
computers or don’t use them regu- 
larly. 

Unlike newspapers, which pro- 
duce a permanent record of what-

ever is printed — including public 
notice advertising — information 
on computers is temporary, here 
today, gone tomorrow, subject to 
tampering and is more casily lost. 

Newspapers, on the other hand, 
become a permanent part of the 
community’s record. Newspapers 
not only record history; they are 
history. 

Despite the development of web 
casting and even television news, 
the local newspaper still is the 
most reliable and remains the main 
source for local news and impor- 
tant community matters. The news 
in a newspaper still is free, even if 
advertising 1S not. 

Backers of these proposals, if 
adopted, could be caught up in the 
sweep of technofogy, Who knows 
where the web is going? How 
long before web sites will charge 
for notices? How expensive is it 
for a city to produce and maintain 
its own web site? How tong before 
today’s electronic systems become 
outdated and useless in the face of 
ever developing methods of com- 
municating? Up until a year or so 
ago, who even heard of facebook, 
or tweet, or twitter? 

Is a well informed public worth 
the relatively minor cost of paying 


newspapers for public notice 
advertising so the community 
served by the newspaper can be 
reliably informed about what's 
going on at city hall or the county 
courthouse? 

Or is there another purpose 
behind these proposals?
